1. Jim Garrison discussed with me the feasibility of air conditioning the 
Matomic Building after 3:30 p.m., stating that people from Project AQUATONE and 
FOIAb3b1 ^IHlhad requested it. The bill for the remainder of the summer would probably 
be somewhere between $16,000 and $23,000. I told Jim that I recognized the 
necessity of air conditioning these areas if it could be arranged but that first 
of all we should make sure that what we did was legal, and, second, that it was 
done in the most economical manner. I suggested the possibility of purchasing 
window units for night use rather than turning on the big system. 


2. Jim says he believes that there is a substantial duplication between 
his property people and those in the Office of Communications. He indicates 
that Communications has about eighteen men in Stock Record Management who are 
doing almost exactly the same thing that his people are doing in the Office of 
Logistics. This problem continues to come up both at headquarters and in the 
field and I think that we must resolve it before too long. It is one of the 
things which we are looking into in our headquarters manpower study and I am al- 
so going to look into it on my trip.
